'I'liK  Sciioiji.. — Tlic  average  number  of  inipils  in  the  Sehoul 
(hiring  the  year  was  112,  and  steady  jirogrcss  was  made.  One 
l)ov  (lualilied  for  admis.sion  to  tlic  College  for  the  Higher  Ednea- 
tion  of  tlie  Blind  at  Worcester,  another  gained  the  Gold  i^Iedal 
at  the  Bristol  Eistedfod  for  Shakesperean  recitations,  whilst 
two  cla.sses  of  girls  were  awarded  Certificates  for  Folk  Dancing, 
and  were  .specially  congratulated,  hy  the  adjudicator.  It  is  satis- 
factory to  note  that  pupils  are  now  being  admitted  at  an  earlier 
average  age,  which  greatly  facilitates  the  task  of  adeejnately 
e(|nii)ping  them  for  their  future  careers. 


Kiii.ifnofS  Instruction. — The  Rev.  Dr.  de  Lacy  O’Leary, 
and  one  of  his  assistants,  e.xamined  the  children  in  religions 
knowledge  on  the  27tli  of  June,  and  renorted  as  follows ; — “ The 
.Scrip.tnre  subjects  have  been  prepared  on  a well  iilanned  Syllabus 
and  the  work  has  been  carefully  and  conscientiously  done.  The 
children  are  interested  and  respond  to  the  instruction  given. 
Care  has  been  taken  to  explain  and  illustrate  the  subject  matter. 
Catechism  and  Rciictition  good.  Plain  jiractical  treatment  of 
moral  and  devc.tional  duties  has  been  ba.sed  on  the  Scripture  and 
Catechism.  The  methods  employed  arc  ob\  ioush- gc;od  and  the 
results  arc  encouraging.  General  lone  bright,  pleasing  and  in- 
c.ciriting.” — Signed,  de  Laev-  O’Leary. 


Tevching  St.VFK. — One  assistant  maiter  left  during  the  ve:ir 
to  take  np  an  appointment  in  Yorkshire  and  was  succeeded  bv 
Mr.  A.  Winter,  a trained  and  certificated  teacher.  Miss 
.Macleod,  an  e.\-pupil,  who  is  now  a trained  teacher,  is  tem- 
porarilv  here  to  gain  exiieriencc  in  the  art  of  teaehin.g. 

Inspection.— Dr.  Lilian  Wilson,  H.M.L,  of  the  Medical 
Branch  of  the  Board  of  Education  visited  in  Januarv'  and  in- 
.spcclcd  the  School  and  the  Technical  Department.  The  sugges- 
tions contained  in  her  report  have  been  carried  out. 


Teciinicm.  Dei'.\rtmk.\t. — The  pupils  have  been  fullv  ein- 
liloyed  in  the  various  branches  of  work.  The  sales  have  been 
satisfactory,  but  the  receipts  have  diminished  consideraldv, 
o\\ing  to  the  fall  in  prices.  In  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  technical  puiiils  rccei\‘e  regular 
instruction  in  the  ordinary  school  subjects,  as  well  as  in  Tvrie- 
wnting  and  Physical  exercises.

It  is  gratifying  to  rciiort  that  the  School  is 
successful  111  improving  the  eye-sight  of  iiiaiiv  of  the  pupils 
and  each  year  some  of  them  are  able  to  undertake  ordiuan-  em- 
ploy.iiciit,  on  account  of  the  improvement  of  the  sight  through 
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Ihc  al)seiice  of  strain,  broiiRlit  about  l)y  the  Special  Methods 
ai>|)licablc  for  “ SiKlit-saviiiK.” 

Tlie  Institution  keeps  in  touch  with  ex-pupils  and  helps  thcni 
in  many  useful  ways. 

'J'liK  W'oKK.siiOPS. — The  findinjr  of  cniployinent  for  a lartje 
uuiiiber  of  workers  has  not  been  an  easy  matter,  but  the  Com- 
mittee decided  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  maintain  full- 
time work,  rather  than  jilace  the  workers  on  short  time  with 
unemployment  benefit.  The  result  of  this  has  been  that  there 
is  a considerable  stock  of  Roods  on  hand,  and  the  Committee 
appeal  to  the  public  Rcncrally,  and  to  Local  Authorities  to  help 
them  by  as  larRC  orders  as  possible. 

In  tlie  table  puldishcd  on  page  23  a .‘teady  rise  in  the  income 
of  the  workers  during  the  past  S years  is  shown.  The  increase 
has  been  obtained  from  various  sources,  including  the  Blind 
Workers’  Help  Fund,  and  special  grants  and  contributions  made 
by  the  .Vlbion  Dockyard  M’orkers,  Messrs.  C.  Thomas  and  Bros’. 
Charity  Fund,  and  the  Bristol  Commercial  Travellers’  Benevo- 
lent Fund. 

The  usual  .-Xuuual  Outing  and  Entertainments  for  the  Blind 
have  been  given,  the  expenses  being  defrayed  by  special  con- 
tributions. The  Summer  Holiday  arrangements  were  ver\' 
succc.ssful,  thanks  to  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  .Sewell,  iMrs.  Class 
and  other  ladies  and  gentlemen. 

The  Committee  have  made  arrangements  for  the  medical 
supervision  of  the  workers  on  the  lines  long  adopted  in  the  case 
of  the  School,  with  special  attention  to  improving  the  eve-sight 
of  those  who  have  a little  sight  left,  and  this  work  is  under  the 
charge  of  Dr.  Fells. 

.S.M.ES  OF  Work. — Our  travelling  .Saleswoman  has  found  more 
difficulty  than  usual  in  dispo.sing  of  goods  outside  Bristol,  but 
she  lias  met  with  a fair  measure  of  success.  On  I'.agc  ,32  will  be 
found  a list  of  these  sales  ; the  ladies  who  have  helped  her  in 
her  duties  are  cordially  thanked. 

Home  TK\cni.\r,. — The  care  of  the  Blind  who  are  not  in  our 
.ScluK.ls  or  Workshops  falls  on  the  Home  Teaching  and  Home 
\\  orkers’  Committee,  and  this  branch  of  work  has  been  con- 
siderably  developed  during  the  year.  Two  additional  Tcachin.g 
A isitors  have  been  appointed,  and  recently  an  .Almoner  has  been 
engaged  part  time  in  distributing  gifts,  and  allowances  to  the 
Blind  in  Bristol,  many  of  whom  were  found  to  be  verv  ueedv. 

The  Committee  are  mo.st  grateful  to  “ The  Guild  of  the  Haudi- 
c.apped,”  at  “ The  Hermitage,”  ,St.  Jude’s,  which  is  under  the 
chaige  of  its  foiiiider,  Sister  Ada,  and  which  has  entertained 
niany  of  onr  Ihind  at  Keadinpfs,  Lectures,  Musical  afternoons, 
Holulay  Monies.
